I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  tho 
year  1943.  In  accordance  with  Circular  10/44  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  it  is  again  of  an  interim  nature. 

Vital  Statistic  Rates  are  given  for  the  five 
years  1939  - 19^3*  The  fluctuations  are  not  statistically  significant 
(i.e,  tney  can  be  explained  by  chance).  The  low  birth  rate  and  hide 
death  rate  compared  with  the  raefcos  for  England  and  Dales , are  to  bo 
explained  by  the  age  constitution  f the  population.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  is  consistently  1 rmr  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as 
a whole  and  it  is  very  satisfactory  that  there  should  have  been  no 
maternal  deaths  during  the  five  years. 

The  other  matters  are  dealt  with  in  the 
appropriate  section  of  the  report.

xEe  scheme  commenced  in  1940  mid  the  attached  table  shows 
how  the  number  of  immunisations  has  progressed  since  that  date,  all 
the  elementary  schools  have  been  vis  it on  and  immunisation  is  also 
offered  at  the  Welfare  Centre. 

This  year  it  was  decided  that  where  children  could  not  be 
brought  to  a school  or  clinic,  or  in  which  thuro  was  some  medic  1 
reason  requiring  special  care,  then  tho  child  'could  be  immunised  by 
the  private  practitioner  and  the  Council  would  pay  a fee  of  10/-  per 
injection,  this  higher  foe  was  due  to  the  fact  that  these  children 
could  not  be  brought  to  the  surgery  and  were  selected  cases  giving 
more  trouble  than  the  average  child.
